Minority Science Project's 
Future Hanging in Limbo

A dispute has arisen concern- 
ing the past, present and future of 
the Chicanito Science Project 
The central issue in the conflict is 
the possible expansion of the pro- 
gram to include other colieges in 
the Sacramento area besides 
CSUS 

The project was initiated in 
1969 by Aivino Chavez and Don 
Gillot, who was then chairman of 
the CSUS department of electrical 
engineering 

Its purpose is to motivate ele- 
mentary and junior high school- 
age Chicanos toward higher educ- 
tron goais in science and 
engineering. The project, as it 
relates to CSUS, is funded by ASI 
through the Ethnic Studies 
Center 


An Ethnic Studies Center 
memorandum dated May 15, 1981 
States that ‘Mr. Chavez was 
instrumental in the early develop- 
ment of the Chicanito Science Pro 
ject here at CSUS as a student 
However, the current strucure and 
funding proposals were generated 
after Mr. Chavez left the project.’ 

While Chavez admits he left the 
project for two years due to illness 
ne claims he returned to it in 1975 
and once again played a key role in 
it. According to Gillot, Chavez 
deserves “most credit for the 
establishment and success of the 
program on campus 


Chavez’ goal is to expand the 
project to reach the highest possi- 
ble number of students. But 
Chavez has two obstacles in his 
way

Former Iranian Ambassador 


CSUS Farhang Joins Princeton Faculty

Former CSUS professor Man- 
sour Farhang, who left this cam- 
pus to become an Official in the 
revolutionary government of Iran 
1S NOW teaching at Princeton Uni- 
versity in New Jersey 


Farhang served as United 
Nations ambassador for Iran dur- 
ing the hostage crisis and became 
top aide to former Iranian Presi- 
dent Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 


Forced underground to avoid 
possible execution when Bani- 
Sadr's regime fell in June 1981, 
Farhang escaped to Paris and 
returned to the United States last 


year, where sources say the State 
Department granted him resident 
alien status 

In addition to becoming a fel- 
low at Princeton's Center for 
Internationai Studies at the begin- 
ning of the fall 1982 term, Farhang 
iS NOw the senior fellow atthe Insti- 
tute for World Order. The institute 
iS a New York-based organization 
that devotes its efforts to the study 
of foreign policy-related issues 

Farhang joined the government 
facuity at CSUS in 1970 and was 
On a Sabbatical leave in 1979 when 
the staff of the U.S. Embassy in 
Tehran was taken hostage by sup- 
porters of Ayatoliah Khomeni. 

Press reports suggesting Far- 


hang would be named the United 
Nations ambassador began 
appearing in December 1979. after 
he returned from a journey to Iran 
regarding the hostage situation 
He accepted the post later that 
month. Farhang held the job for 
several months before returning to 
Iran as an advisor to Bani-Sadr 

He became a center of controv- 
ersy in the United States during his 
tenure in the revolutionary 
government, as questions of his 
citizenship and employment by 
the state of California were hotly 
debated 


CSUS President W. Lloyd. 


Johns refused to extend Farhang’s 
leave in September 1980, in effect 


help craft an impressive 4-1 record for CSUS' Hornets. Sullivan will lead his 
troops into the annual Homecoming game Saturday night against Cal 
Lutheran of Thousand Oaks. Vengeance will be foremost on his mind: the 
Kingsmen shut down Sullivan effectively last year in a 13-6 win down south.

Public statements by Farhang 
that suggested he believed the 
hostage-taking was understanda

Farhang was not on the state 
payroll at that time His status was 
changed from paid sabbatical! to

Tough Battle Lies Ahead in State School Superintendent Contest

One of the offices Californians 
will vote on in three weeks is that of 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. The two dominant candidates 
are incumbent Wilson Riles and 
challenger Louis “Bill” Honig 

Riles faces tough opposition for 
the first time because of the per- 
ceived deteriorated condition of 
public schools. Honig, in turn, 
lacks the experience of educa- 
tional leadership 

He has done some teaching and 
was superintendent of a small 
school district in Marin County 
Critics say this is just not enough 
for him to be the state's highest 
public education official 


Critics are also raising reserva- 
tions with regard to Riles. It is no 
secret that long before the pas- 
sage of Proposition 13, California 


adequate funding. Although Riles 
has repeatedly assured schooi 
boards more funding, he has not 
been successful in getting the 
Legislature to allocate more 
money 


Since Proposition 13's passage, 
funding for public schools has 
become almost non-existent, and 
California is now lagging far 
behind other large states in per 
capita spent on education 


Another strong attack on Riles 
involves the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test scores. SAT scores have 
declined over the years, and after a 
smail increase last year, tell again 
this year, countering the national 
trend. Honig advocates education 
policies that in the past have been 
credited with improving SAT 
scores in other states 


Honig is an avid supporter of 
tougher courses and stiffer grad- 


tends that after years of declining 
standards (which he claims paral- 
lel Riles’ term in office — he was 
first elected in 1970), the time has 
come for California to adopt a 
“pack to basics” policy

Honig is in favor of requiring 
more math, science and English 
courses. He said that when com- 
bined with stiffer grading, this 
approach will result in California 
students becoming proficient in 
these areas. 

Honig’s campaign has suc- 
ceeded in bringing these issues to 
the attention of the public. He has 


light of the recent national interest 
in “back to basics” education. 

Supporters of Riles argue that 
he does not and should not take ai! 
the blame for the condition of pub- 
lic education in California. They 
contend that while Riles does have 
responsibility and is accountabie 
for the quality of education, he can 
not accomplish any miracies. 
They point out that the Legislature 
is responsible for providing the 
schools with money. 

Local schoo! districts are 
responsible for deciding where the 
money goes, and, as superintend- 
ent, Riles has very little direct 
influence over local school 
boards. 

Riles maintains that low SAT 
scores do not refiect intelligence, 
therefore they do not reflect the 
quality of education. However, 
Rites believes that because of their 
structure, the SAT and similar 


socioeconomic status and the 
educational background of their 
parents 

Poor students, regardiess of 
race, tend to do lower on standard- 
ized test scales not because of 
their race, but because they are 
poor, contends the three-term 
Superintendent who replaced Max 
Rafferty. 

Nathaniel Colley Jr., president 
of the Sacrarnento chapter of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
supports Riles’ statements by 
adding that tests such as the SAT 
can be culturally biased, and that 
this affects minority scores. 

Riles also notes the Appalach- 
ian school children who are “the 
purest Anglo-Saxon stock in the 
nation” score low on national 
tests, “not because they're white, 
but because they're poor.” 

Honig maintains that all child- 
ren are currently victims of an 


experimental education program 
that has failed, and he blames 
Riles for that failure. Homework 
higher academic standards and 
discipline are needed; not only to 
improve SAT scores in particular 
but education in genera! 

Honig also accuses Riles of fai!- 
ing to give students a solid aca- 
demic curriculum 

Honig's accusations and beliefs 
have not gone unheard, even 
though Riles has a 12-year record 
behind him. Supporters of Riles 
point to his experience and politi- 
cal base, although his base is 
tangled with the powerful educa- 
tion establishment and the 
dureaucratic red tape that accom- 
panies politics. 

In spite of that, Riles has suc- 
ceeded in supporting tougher 
admissions standards for the Uni- 
versity of California, and in using 
his base for representing Califor-

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Over-the-Counter Drugs 


The seven people who died last week after taking 
cyanide-laced capsules of Extra-Strength Tylenol 
show just how vulnerable we all are to sabotage in 
over-the-counter drugs 

Americans consume huge amounts of a myriad of 
drugs that are readily available in any supermarket or 
drug store. Aspirin, decongestants, vitamins and 
practically any type of remedy we want is available on 
store shelves 


Now we see how simple itis fora deranged person 
to ruin the lives of people and cause fear and panicin 
others by tampering with these drugs 

As bad, if not worse, than the person responsible 
for the deaths in Chicago is the copy-cat case in 
Orovilie that hospitalized a man there. The only good 
note in the second case was it involved a less deadly 
poison than cyanide and the victim survived 

This is really only the most recent case of products 
being tampered with on store shelves, or between 
manufacturer and retailer. Far too often we read 
about acid being added to eyedrops or other types of 
food or drugs being poisoned or otherwise altered in 
the store. Usually the results are not deadly Seeing 
the deaths in Chicago and the near tragedy in Oroville 
brings this frightening truth close to home 

Action must be taken to protect citizens from these 
vicious, random killers who would prey on an unknow- 
Ing public Probably the best proposal to date was 


made last week by Chicago Mayor Jane Byrne who 
Suggested a seal on drug containers similar to the one 
on women’s Cosmetic products 

A seal is placed over the cap and container on 
cosmetics and if broken, the product is not to be sold 
Byrne wants similar restrictions on over-the-counter 
drugs. Hopefully, the Food and Drug Administration 
will listen to Byrne and pass such a reguiation on to 
the drug producers. If not Congress and the individ- 
ua! state legislatures should Pass such requiremenits 

Of course, it will be impossible to protect individu- 
als entirely from a crime of this nature. but some effort 
must be made to avoid a tragedy like the one in Chi- 
cago. So long as most drugs are sold off the shelf 
easy access remains for people who would tamper 
with them. There is no foolproot security system to 
stop them, but a seal on the packages would at least 
be a step in the right direction 

Beyond marking Carefully the packages, the 
authorities must be ready torespond rapidly and ser- 
erely punish people who would randomly attack 
society by poisoning products on store shelves 

A crime like this is particularly heinous as it leaves 
everyone afraid to trust products especially medi- 
cines, that sit unattended on store shelves in the 
Chicago case, authorities reacted quickly and com 
petently as they attemptedto Quickly solve the crime 
Hopefully, their actions will continue until the guilty 
party is Caught and-punished

Congress Myopic

The US. Congress has finally realized that the 
immigration reform bill now under consideration is 
not the answer to the delicate problem of illegal 
immigration 


A Sept. 29 Sacramento Bee article by Jonn Jonn- 
sor labeled the bill as ‘dead, at least in the present 
session of Congress,” and predicted that the bill has 
little chance of passing in the future 

Supporters of the bill call it the best opportunity for 
the United Staies to gain control of its borders and 
stop a wave of llega! immigration. But anyone with a 
clear understanding of the bill can see that it is a 
symptomatic treatment of the problem and not along- 
term solution The bill would grant amnesty to up to 
12 million illegal immigrants now living in the US 
while making it illegal for employers to knowingly hire 
itegal aliens 


It is not surprising that illegal immigrants are liter- 
ally dying to get into the U.S. With political turmoil 
and economic crises rampant throughout Latin 
America, many aliens see this country as their only 
chance for survival. The minimum wage in most of 
Latin America is roughly one-third of thatinthe US. 
and unemployment has risen to 40 percent in some 
parts. The knowledge of available jobs is working like 
a powerful magnet, drawing some 500,000 unwanted 
immigrants across the border each year

Mainland China's recent policy shift towards a 
more even-handed posture between the United 
States and the Soviet Union has been the topic of 
much debate in Washington Recently, as part of a 
panel discussion on the topic of U.S -China-Taiwan 
relations conducted in Government 135 (American 
Foreign Policy) these current policy shifts were 
examined 


In the last 10 years since President Nixon traveled 
to China it has been the US. that has been able to play 
the trump card in the Sino-Soviet-U.S. triangle. For 
the most part we have been playing the two Commu- 
nist giants off against one another. We pursued a 
policy of detente with the Soviets while at the same 
time increasing our trade with China. In 1981 the U.S 
accounted for 13 percent of China's world trade, mak- 
ing us their third largest trading partner. The main 
emphasis of this trade nas been agricultural goods 
However, we have been supplying the Chinese with 
industrial machinery and technology as well. Chinese 
leader Deng Xiaoping has made it much easier, for 
the most part, for the West to trade with China and the 
prospects for the future look promising 


The Soviets, on the other hand, had been virtually 
left out of the China trade for the past decade, but 
within the last year and a half there are indications 
the his is changing, that the Chinese do not wish to 
trade exclusively with the West 

Last year Sino-Soviet trade increased by 45 per- 
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on Immigration 


These conditions have turned the smuggling of 
illegal aliens into a booming business Many people 
Give their life savings to smugglers who will abandon 
them atthe first sight of authorities The profit margin 
involved has led smugglers to become highly sophis- 
ticated They use four-wheel-drive vehicles with radio 
scanners to transport the aliens and devise ingenious 
places to hide them 


The trade has also become more violent and 
smugglers more ruthiess. There have been numerous 
accounts of aliens being killed or left for dead in the 
desert while ihe smuggiers abscond with their life 
Savings In the most recent example. a truckload of 
illegal aliens from E! Salvador was found in the south 
Texas desert Four were dead Eight others were hos- 
pitalized as a result of dehydration 

The list Could go on and on, but there is no need 
Our political leaders have recognized the problem 
anditis encouraging that they have at least proposed 
a solution. What is not encouraging, however, is the 
superficiality of the current legisiation What is 
needed is a well thought out, coherer ( solution that 
attacks the problem at its roots. Granted. this would 
be a major undertaking that could take a long time 
Dut you can't cure cancer with bandages 

Political oppression and economic Survival are 
Griving illegal aliens to the United States. Our 
government must work valiantly with governments of 
Latin America to produce a lasting solution that takes 
these factors into account

cent hitting a 15 year high. While the volume of Soviet 
trade was extrememly iow compared with the trade 
with the West, this increase represents a marked shift 
in Chinese policy 

Militarily, concern over Soviet hegemony formed 
the foundation of Sino-U.S. strategic cooperation 
The Soviet Union maintains 46 divisions along its 
border with China. The two nations have in the past 
clashed over their long standing border disputes. We 
have sought to use China as a counterwieght to the 
Soviets in Asia so that we might concentrate our tor- 
ces in other areas 

President Carter's altering of US. war Strategy 
from a 2.5 war capability to a 1.5 war Capability was 
premised on the assumption that the U.S. and China 
would stand together in Asia against the Soviets. Pek- 
ing, however, has sought an independent course. The 
latest Chinese position is that they still consider the 
Soviets the greatest threat to peace but that they are 
willing to discuss their differences with Moscow 

It is almost impossible that the Sino-Soviet 
alliance of the 1950's will be resurrected, neverthe- 
less, the idea of friendly relations between the Com- 
munist powers cannot be weicome in Washington 

It appears quite clear that the Chinese are attempt- 
ing to turn the strategic triangle in their favor 
Whether China truly wishes to be equidistant from the 
US and USSR or seeks to induce Washington into 
certain concessions regarding Taiwan or some other 
issue remains unclear. What is certain from the 
standpoint of the U.S. is that the days of the Chinese 
trump card are coming to a close

the Northridge group and the loca! chapter of Pi 
Kappa Alpha is just not fair 


Pi Kappa Alpha’s academic performance here at 
CSUS is the product of hard work and diligence 
These students have attained high marks through 
honest effort Your implicit suggestion tha! our stu- 
dents have obtained grades undeservedly is unwar- 
ranted and without basis infact in actuality, the scho- 
larship of these students is indeed exemplary when 
the quality and quantity of their participation in activi- 
ties outside the classroom is considered 


Campus and community service is a major goal 
for the Pikes. Last year's winner of the Associated 
Students Campus Service Award, the chapter has a 
history of untiring support for Big Brothers of Amer- 
ica. On campus, the fraternity has maintained a work- 
ing relationship with the ASCSUS Child Care Center, 
assisting with general upkeep and building play 
structures for the children Soon, the Pikes will paint 
the Center (all labor and some materiais donated free 
by Pi Kappa Alpha).
